bonds of $1000 to appear at court, after 
a hearing before Justice Hawaii, of Mor- 
risvillo. Edwards claims Now York city 
as his home. 


The papers here have been petitioned by

wards. It is an advantage to be the post- 
master from whose office the mail is dis- 
tributed but not to the people. 
In brief, 


it would be well to look before leaping in 
the matter of free rural delivery.

mosquito.

This is sometimes so, uut unless tney ar 
killed in the act of biting they usual! 
live to bite again. Tbe female moiquit 
(for

owing to this fact that they are able ti 
convey the germs of malarial fever from 
person to person. 


The vast majority of mosquitoes neve 


get human blood for food. 
In its ubsonc 


they live upon the bloods of birds an 
other animals and, when these are no 
to be found, upon the juices of young an 
tender plants.
